Interesting sunmmary of the late solar phenomens,
and the hypotheses deduced therefrom. Nothing,
however, but o personal ingpection of the enlarged
plmtoqraplm, like that given last night by the suc-
cesslul magnifying of seven distinot views taken
during totality, can give a vivid conception of the
exact and wonderful solar pletares obtalned ; wod it
18 & pleasiro to note that during the coming wint s¢
Beason our cltizens will probably be favored with o
popular lecture on the eclipse by Prof. Morton it the
Avademy of Muale, lustrated by a profusion of
photographic and other experiments,

The Professor sald :—The main point to which at-
tention was directed, was the arrangoment of the
instruments for thelr photographic work. 1t was a
question of much moment to declde whether they
would follow the plun adopted by the French and Ger-
man expeditions of last year, snd make the photo-
graph in the principal focus of the object-ginss, thus
securing great intensity of lght In & small image, or
follow the method employed by De la Rue in 15680,
when he used an ordinary Hygenlan eye-plece so

Inced a8 to produce an enlargement of the frse
mage from the objective, After a carefal study of
De la Rue's report and plctures, as also those of the
later expeditions, he came to the conclusion that the
plan of enlargemoent prosented wmany ndvantages
and should be rfollowed with certain molldcations,
which he wonld deseribe,

To the face-plate of the camera the eye-plece tub
wias nttached, ita other end belng serowed to the
telescope. The diaphragm plate moved acrosy the
axia of the instrument, being drawn downwards by
the combined apring. The strength of thiz spring
could be reduced by raising the outer end of one or
hoth the upper strips 80 as to disengage the forks at
their end from the lower spring, and then tarning
them forward in a direction normal to the front of
the box, out of the way.

The apring was attached to the digphragm plate by
A ewivel hook, which, while inno instance falling
out, could be detached and readjusted with the
greatest facility.

A number of diaphragm plates were provided
With glits respectively of 1-40th, 1-50th, 1-20th, ani
1:10th of &n inch in width, These plates could be

Iy Interchanged, and, in combination with the
;pr gave a very wide and yet dellcate series of

Xed adjustments for the times of exposure.

To muke the exposure, the plute was drawn up
until the projecting pin could be caught on the lever,
which would then retain it On depressing the outer
end of thislever, however, the hold on the pin was
digengaged, and the pinte tnshed ncross the axis of
the tube, allowing the light to traverse the narrow
Blit as It New past. The plate wus Lhen arrested on
the end of the second lever, When an exposure of
Bome seconds was required, as daring the totality, &
plate having & round oriice exposing the entire tleld
of the eye-plece was sabstituted for the one with
the narrow slt, and was so arranged that, when
caught by the upper lever, it covered the lens, but
when fallen to the second lever, exposed it f.*m{rcl\':
when, hewever, this lever was in turn tonched, the
plate descended again far cnough to once more
<cloge the lens, By tonching these twg levers in suc-
cession, it was then possible to make a “time ex-
posure” with great nicety and accuracy, as proved by
actual expericnce during the eclipse,

To secure a chronographic record of each expo-
sare, a hhuhmﬁ screw was provided to gake one con-
nectlon with the genersl mass of the face-plate, in-
cluding the lower and upper levers, to carry on the
clreuit when the downward motion of the lever
b t the spriug at its side in contact with the
point projecting. In mtainf the lever for & new ex-
posure, the spring at {ts side was pressed back 8o as
to the point withont contact, A more substan-
tial break-plece wounld have been mude had time al-
lowed, but this was found to operate in a perfectly
satisfactory manner,

As the operation of the eye-plece, when employed
to prodoce an (mage on the screen or geound glasy
of n camera, I8 essentinlly diferent from that which
it perfonus ;n its nsuunl oMee, it was judged best by
Mr. Zentmayer to make some alterations in it8 form.
Thus, in the first place, slnce in the present case tho
“eye-lens” of the eye-plece undoubtedly makes a
gecondary image of the primary image formed within
the ceye-piece by the comblned action of the objec-

tive and the ficld lens of the eye-piece, It is clearly

desirable to make this lens of a longer foous than
_usual, so that its ervors may be of less acconnt, It
wis also essential to give the new eye-plece u wile
angle, 80 a8 to secure a suflicient field not only for
the solar disc, bat also for the corona,

The reticule wis mounted on g short tube, with &
fine thread on the outside running inacorresponding
thread on the inside of the eye-plece tube, THIS belng
approximately adjusted beforehand, wag moved to
fts exact pluce by tarning it with a sharp point
through a little slot cut in the eye-plece tube.

It was found by experiments made previous to
starting, that, with a clewr sun, it was necessary to
redunce the aperture of this telescope (which was 4
inches, with 50 inches focus) to 1Y inches, and to
use all three springs and the dinphragm-siide of 1-40
inch aperture, in order to get a proper exposire
when the solar lmage was entarged from 6 inches (its
dipmeter at the principal focus of the objective) to
23 Inches on the grougd glass, The same slze of
aperiure was adopted for the larger instruments
during the purtial phnses, the entire aperture, o all
cases, of conrse, belngused during totality.

A pumber of experiments were made by Mr, Wil
lard, at this time, in photographing the moon, which
were of great value in settling the thme of exposure
which would probably lie required in the total phase,
He fonnd thag o good impression could be obtatned
of the full :‘:*oun_ in about one minute, and that an
abundantly strong one could be gecured with an ex.
posure of three minuteés,  From this and the deduc.
tions of De 1a Rue, that the lgh* of the prominenci:
was 180 tines ns great a8 that of the foll moon, it
appeared that an exposure of from one-third of o
‘second to one second, durlng totality, wonld have
been suflicient to secure imsges of these bodics
For the coronn, 0f course & much longer exposure
would be required; but no estimate could be made
a8 to what would be its doration.

Af the Burlington station, a photographic record
of the first contuot was secared, by exposing plates,
in rapld sut:c;g:llon. about the calenlated time. A
very It was thus obtulped. At Mount
Pleasant, we placed a plate ready Lo the camera, and
then walted o sigual from Professor Wats ., of the
University of Michigan, whq, with his party, was on
the ground with us, and was watching for the tirss
contact. We thus obtained a ploture showlng a very
slight indentation. By mussurement of tals, the tine
of actunl first contact can be reached by calculation
yet more precisely than would be possisle with any
eye observation.

During the partinl phases, acourately timed expo-
sures were made by all parties. The slide making
the exposure had an aperture of only 1-40th of an inch,
wlliiqllle time of exposure 5 mechannically shown
to have been but 1-8500 of & secomd, The delicate
mechanism used for this end, wlready pnrtlnuﬁ- -
geribed, worked several rm-oming pens of the Morse
instrument. An electrio discharge was passed from
the brass plate of the glide throngh the trigger ut the
instant of its fall for an exposure, and wus thon re-
corded as & dot on & moving sipof paper. A similar
connection with a chronometer ndicated in dots on
the same slip each second of time; thus it was only
g matter of cureful measuremeht to ascertaln the
time and length of ench negative,

The partial-phase pictures show the varions sun-
mpots visible at the Wine (about six in number) with
admirable definition, the larger ones belng sur-
rounded by o marked fringe of facule, and give,
also, nct granalation over the general surface
of tﬁe gun. 'T'wo of these large sun-spots are about
8000 miles In dinmeter, '25 enough to allow our globe
to pass through, ‘They all Bhow an increase of light
on the solar surface, where it 15 in contact with the
edge of the moon. ‘Chis, which would seem Lo indi.

according to Professor Challls, the presence of

It I8 n ourions coinoldence that, in chis case, as
well ai in the plotures made by e 1a Ruo in 1865,
and the German and English party last year, all the
more interesting prominences are sltuated on the
border of the san furthest from the advancing moon,
il =m' thus best ghown In the pletures { ex-
posed.

The most consplonous prominence I8 that which,
Nt A haety glance, resembles the letter X, but on
more carefl Inspection 18 perceived to be like an
oar of corn. 'The appearance of the main body,
wiich Is of o spindie shapo, and with spiral mark-
ings, is highly suggostive of a vertleal motion which
has swoept these whifs of lght matter into thelr
pecultar positions,

Immediately to the right of this ear of oorn Is seen
n reglon of soft light, among which rise two #lmilar
spindie-shaped masges inclining towurds the corn car.

To the left appears A miss of rolling cloud dis-
yoed In beautiial streams and carls, ke the smoke
rom o bonflre or bharning megdow, awept gently
towards one slde hy a light wind, In connection
WIth these are some smilll masses, entirely detached
and foating above the general hody, as was the case
in De la Rue's pletures,

Other solld nodular masses appear al other points;
but the next most notable prominence Is one which
atiracted the attention of all obseryors, and appeared
to ocoupy o pogition on the lowermost adge of the
sun. It 1s most clearly shown in the lnst pletuces
taken at ench station, and reacmbles n shape & great
whale, with a body made np of dense comulons
clond matter, with a long tall clinging cloge to the
HOE edge, amd streteliing some 40,000 mileg along,
The length of the entire mass is about 110,000 miles,
and the height of it8 more bulky portion about 25,000
miles, while its length being about 50,000 miles, we
woutld have for ita cable capacity, ndgsaming that ita
extent in the remnining direction |8 equal to jts
hedght, about 54,530,000,000,000 cubie miles
To the right of this, and only showing It entire
length in the last plctore of ¢ach series, 12 0 cator-

The Ottumwa pietures, of long exposnre, are thoe
only onea which give us any Wlea of the truoe strac-
ture of the corong. One of them, the st and long-
rAt exXposed, gives almost as (ull a development o
this object a8 was noticed with” the naked eve; the
curved stractura of the rayve, and the varving laten-
sity with which they are emitted (o different points,
are most marked,

The brightest outbursts of the corona light are
evidently associatod with those prominences which
are of o pointed and fdame-HKe shape; those of
nmassive !lt‘.‘“'l']ptillll. on the contrary, steming 1o cast
4 shadow on the corona; thig, we think, Is to be no-
teed tn De in Rue's pletures,

It wonld seem alinost certain that the corona {8
simply an electiie discharge, no dobt varying with
groat rapldity, a8 we seo in the ¢ase of the auroru,
Al to ity variations we may areribute those appi-
rent motions of the prominences which have been
observed by 80 many, but which our lnrge series of
:‘f-mnumnna 80 gopclugively shows not to have ll=l'1
any actual exis tende,
